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1. it is reported that a KOA Aotiv was held on 13 October and was attended by 
78 officials representing the Gity Committee, the Central Committee of EAM, 
EPON, the Workers' Ggnter in Athens, and AKE. The Politburo of KKB was rep- 
‘resented by Ioamnis Ioannides. Vassilis Bertziotas spoke first, stating 
that KOA had made little progress since its last meeting in August 1946. 
The recruiting drive had brought in few new members and normal political 
work had been far from aatisfactory. Loannides confirmed Bartgziotas' re- 
marks and stated that a radical change was needed to tide over the present 
crisis 


2a Recruiting: 


Hew members were to be recruited immediately, who. should have a sound, work- 
ing class background. They would receive the normal training before being 
enrolled. Achtides and §03%@ were to arrange a three months’ progrem and 
would be carefully supervised by the City Committee, which would have to 
answer to the Politbure if the pre-arranged figure of 14,000 was not 
reached, 


3. Campaign for the Survival of the Peopler 


The City Comittee and the Secretaries of Achtides and Party fractions in 
workers’ and other organizations were to support this campaign more energet- 
leally. Protesta to the authorities should gradually increase. Food would 
be scarce this winter and the people would go mimgry, It might even become 
necessary to break into shops, as in 1943. Meanwhile, new co-operatives 
should be formed as they would piay an important part. Aa trade and prof~ 
essional co-operatives already existed in the center of the sity, local ex~ 
service organizations in the distriots should be called upon to form their 
own co-opsratives. The movement had been successful so fear but it was 
hoped that it would expand and that a collective system would ultimately 
be adopted by all co-operatives, 


4. Campaign for the Working | Glass : 


The fractions in the KOA and KOP trade unions, together with the Central 
Committees of the Party, were to mobilize the workers in the struggle for 
better conditions of living. This campaign should begin with stoppages 
of work which would develop into prolonged strikes. The "dismissad” Cen

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4n the Power Compeny, which would be strongly supported by KOA. 


Finance: 


| Now methods of collecting funds were to he devised by the City Committee 


and the finance Committee. Subsoriptions should ba paid regularly. Col~ 
lections' should be organized and sympathizers asked to make contributions, 
Shop-keepérs should be approached with an offer of an inoreased number of 
customers in return for a share of the profits. It was pointed out that 
KOA would need at loast 100 million drachnae for the efficient organiza 
tion of ita underground mechanism, The Politburo had thervfore decided | 
that only 100 (instead of 270) officials would henceforth receive salaries. 
Such salaries would not exceed 400,000 drachmae, although senior officials: 
(city Comnittee and LE) would still be allotted a certain sua for ;inciden~ 
tal exponditure end travelling allowances. Offictals affected by ‘this - 
measure would have to inorease their income by collecting funda of which 
they would be allowod to retein 9 certain proportion. | oe a. 


Security: 


The Politburo was displeased with recent breaches of security. Officials 
hed been arrested with dogunents in their pockets and any future offenders 
would be dismissed, regardless of their position. . New seourity mossures 
were necessary and it was decided that senior and middle~grade: officials 
would no longer be nentioned by neme, nor ly en alias, but would be known 
by symbqls, The numbers 1 to 100 had been reserved for KOA officials. | 
The following changes in the Achbides would also be made for seourity rea-. 
sonst :
